Hagerstown,

Winds of tornadic proportions u n ­ 
roofed 
buildings, 
uprooted 
trees, 
.snapped telephone poles and tw ist­ 
ed large signs in Hagerstown early 
Tuesday night and flattened crops 
in 
some sections of 
W ashington ' 
county. 
The roof was blown off the large ’ 
Woodman of the World building to I 
the street, where it smashed an un­ 
occupied automobile. Part of a roof i 
of a building in the public square 
was torn off. Five children narrowly I 
escaped when the roof was blown ! 
from a garage in which they sought, 
shelter 
during 
the 
ten-m inute 
storm. 
Downsville in Darkness 
Power and electric lines to Downs­ 
ville were snapped and the town 
was in darkness Tuesday night. The 
back porch of a home in the south- I 
em section of the city was blown 
away. 
Windows of 
many 
homes 
were broken by falling tree limbs. 
Total damage here was estim ated 
in excess of $100,000. 
The tornado 
was accompanied by a brief rain ­ 
fall. 
The storm was largely confined 
to Hagerstown and suburbs. 
The 
“twister." coming from the south, 
cut a circular area through the city. 
Streets Blocked With Trees 
A dense, black cloud enveloped 
the city just before the winds raged 
with fury. 
The falling trees, the 
crash of falling roofs, signs, w in­ 
dows and shutters could be heard in 
all sections, 
In the northern residential sec­ 
tions streets were blocked with fall­ 
en trees. 
Dozens of signs in the business 
section toppled and plate glass win­ 
dows in two of the large downtown 
stores were smashed.
